Remember, we’ve switched to the CCC-633-EZ form. It’s a one size fits all form you can use to
indicate your intention to receive loan deficiency payments for all your crops at the beginning of the
crop year, long before you’ve lost beneficial interest.

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2006 Direct and Counter-Cyclical Program (DCP)

Reconstituted farms will have 30 days after the reconstitution is complete to sign for their DCP. Once you receive
your letter stating the reconstitution has been completed, come by this office to sign up for 2006 DCP. Late-filed
applications will be accepted through September 30, 2006, if accompanied by a $100 late fee. Please remember that
all cropland on your farm must be reported when signing up for DCP. Please contact our office if you have any
questions.

Preventing Fraud, Waste

The Farm Service Agency and Risk Management Agency are partners in preventing fraud, waste and abuse in the
Federal Crop Insurance Program. FSA has been, and will continue to, assist RMA and insurance providers by
monitoring crop conditions throughout the growing season. In addition, FSA will refer all suspected cases of fraud,
waste and abuse to RMA.

Producers can report suspected cases to the county office staff, RMA or the Office of the Inspector General.
